R O M_ theſe words I deſign to ſpeak ſome little of 
do&rine of Tra»ſabtantiation; a dodrine which 


Though weak and unable to ſupport its ſelf, yet it is of that 


conſequence to the whole Fabrick of the Romiſh Church, 
that if this be but once throughly defeated and expoſed, 
the other mult of neceſſity fall rogether with it. 
Wherefore as this Doqrine unable to maintain its (elf, 
upon any bottom or. foundation of its own, flies for refuge 
r0a vain pretence of an infallible Spirit, that is, of the 
Spirit of God ; (o if it be but once granted, that this Spi- 
rit cannot contradict its ſelf, or a& inconliſtently 
B tO 
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toits own declared revelations, and then folidly proved, 
that the revealed wilt of God in the Scriptures of the New 
Teſtament, do plainly and diretly oppole and condemn 
this DoaArine, then is it manifelt that the Catholick 
Church, as they call themſelves, that is, the Biſhop of 
Rome and his followers, are not only fallible, but actually 
deceived, ia their main Article of Faith, and in one-of 
the moſt eminent marks of diſtiation betwixt thoſe of 
That and the Reformed Communion. 

So that to overthrow this Doctrine by unqueſtionable 
ſtrength of Reaſon, and by plain and undcntable teſtimo- 
ny of Scripture, is in effe& todo by the Religion of Rome, 
as ſhe would have done by the perſons of all that are not 
of the ſame grain and tincture with her {clf, to cut it off 
and utterly deſtroy it at a blow. Nor that we are to ex- 
pe that Faction, or Prejudice, or- Intereſt will ever be 
diſputed out of an opinion ; this perhaps will never whol 
ly be brought to pals,. fo long as there axe cither diverſe 
men, or diverſity of Opinions and Intereſtsinthe World : 
but I ay ifmen would a& according to the” true dictates of 
natural conſcience andreaſon, then if it be acknowledged 
on both hands, that rhe Scriprures are infallible and di- 
vinely inſpired ; and if be equally clear, thar the truth 
of the Scriptures cannot poſſibly conſiſt with that of the 
doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation ; then, if men will not give 
themſelves over to all manner of Impoſture and delulion, 
without meaſure and without end, they mult of necefſi- 
ty diſclaim that docrine as an error, which is fo far from 
being defended. that iris manifeſtly and ſtrongly oppoſed 
by the confeſſedly infallible Authority of Scripture. | 

And becauſe both parts of a contradiction cannot poſſi- 
bly be infallibly true, but the one muſt of neceſſity be in- 
fallibly true, the other infallibly falſe; there is nothing 
more plain, than rhat, if they acknowledge the truth of 
the Scriptures, they muſt at the ſame time unavoidably 
renounce the. pretended infallibility of the Church of 
Reme, and conſequently the: Church its ſelf, the — 
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. of whoſe Faith and Doctrine is built upon this rotten and 
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ſandy Foundation ; and which by conlequence may under 
this falſe, though ſpecious pretence, lead us into innu- 
merableerrors and miſtakes, and that in matters as well 
of Practice as Belief : for when things come to be through- 
ly examined, it will be difficult to ſet bounds to this infal- 
lible Spirit, fo as todraw a line where infallibility borders 
upon the poſhbilities of error, or upoa downright mi- 
ſtake, and to ſay, thus far ſhalc thou go and no farther. 

In the words therefore lately read to you, there are two 
things worthy of your ſpecial notice ; Firſt, That Chrift 
is our Paſſeover, Secondly, that we are tokeep the Feaſt in 
memory of this Paſſeover, as the Fewiſh Feaſt was amemo- 
rial of the Fewiſh Paſſeover, with the unleavened bread of OR 
Sincerity and Truth, 1, Chriſt is our Paſſeover, that is, he i; 
isthe lame thing to all mankind, but in a more eminent 
and tran(cendent manner, which the Jewiſh Paſſeover was 
to the Fews, only with this difference, that whereas the 
ſolemnity of the Paſſeover among the Fews was to be re- 
peated every year at the ſtated and uſual time, that is Ste Nuns: 
to ſay, on the Fourteenth day of the firſt, or in ſome ca- 9:5 © 
ſes of the ſecond Moneth, Chriſt who was typified by it, 10. © ” 
was to be but once offered to beay the fins of many, Heb. 9.28. *» Cox 
And we are ſanttified through the offering of the body of Feſws ** © 
Chriſt Toad! Heb . 10, ith alba 

Wherefore if the eating the Body of Chriſt in the Sacra- 
ment, and the drinking of his Bloud, which is the effuſi- 
on of it, bea renewal of his Paſſion, a ſacrificing of and 
a feeding upon the Paſſeover afreſh, then I affirm that no 
fuch thing 1s done, or at leaſt we muſt be reduced to this 
Dilemma, Either the Scriptures are nor true, or the Do- 
rine of Tranſubſtantiation is falſe. Now whether the de- 
terminaticn of the Author to the Hebrews, that is, of an 
inſpired writer, that is, in effe& of God himſelf, and of 
S. Peter 1n his firſt Epiftle, Chap. 3. ver. 18. where he 
tells us, that Chrift hath once ſuffered for fins, the Juſt for 
the unjuſt; and aman would think, he was every whit 
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as infallible as any.of his pretended ſucceſſors; 1'ſay, 
which of theſe is moſt to be believed and ſtood to, judge 
ye; nay, let our Adver:aries themſelves be judges. 

Again, Chriſt being our Paſſecover, was for this very 
reaſon among others offered up at Feruſalem, becaule it 
was unlawful to kill the Paſleover at any other place, at- 
ter ſuch time as the Temple was built, 

Thus thoſe three great and ſolemn Paſſcovers which we 
read of in the times of Hezekiah, Fefiah, and Ezra were 
every one of them celebrated at Feraſalem; and it is ſaid 
of Joſeph and the bleſſed Virgin the Mother of our Lord, 
that they went to Jeruſalem every year at the Feaſt of the 
Paſleover. 

Now if Chriſt ſuffered at J:ruſa/em, becauſe the Paſſe- 
over wasto be killed there, if Chriſt be our Paſſover, 
and if the Paſſcover could not be facriticed any where elle, 
nay, if it cannot now be offered at Jeruſalem its ſelf, be- 
cauſe the City and Temple are demoliſhed, becauſe God 
hath taken his name from thence, becaulc inſtead of being 
the Mezropolis of true, Religion, it 4s now the ſeat of the 

roſſeſt Idolatry and Superſtition, becaule theilaw of Me- 


{es is aboliſhed, becau'e the meaning and. intention of he 


Paſſeover is completed ; iſall theſe things be true, as moſt 
certainly they are, then is it plain, that il Chriſt be corpo- 
really and ſubſtantially preſent in the Sacrament, if his 
Body and Bloud be truly and properly eaten and drunk ty 
us, yet he is not preſent, neither do we feed tipon him as 
our Paſſeover,. 

W hereſore it 1s clear, that cither Chriſt hath ceaſed to 
be our Paſſcover, and then it will be more eafie than plea-* 
ſant to pronounce what will become ot us, we'are all in 
a very miſerable condition ; or elle it 1s not lawful to feed 
upon him, - ſince the Paſſeover cannot now be eaten in 
any part of the world : and tl:eretore we may affure our 
ſelves from this, (as well as from what has been ſaid 
above that he could be offered up but once ) that we nei- 
ther do nor ought to feed upon him, if we will follow 
his 
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his own Inſtitution;and why he ſhould enable any Romith 
Prieſt to work a Miracle, ſuch a ſtrange Miracle as this 
of Tranſnoſtantiation,in contradiction both to the Law and 
Golpel, is a moſt Prodigiouſly ſtrange and unaccountable 
thing. Iam confident it will puzle the Ableſt perſon ol 
Their Church to give a Tolerable account of this. 

Laſtly, Chriſt is our Paſſcover, therefore it is unlaw- 
ful to Drink his Bloud, for the bloud of the'Pafſeover as 
of other Sacrifices, could not by the Law of Moſes be ei- 
ther Eaten or Drunk, therefore we-may boldly affirm thar 
the Prieſt when he pronounces thoſe words, Thi # my 
bload, or This is my bloud of the New Teſtamext, does not 
by this means Tranſubſtantiate the Wine into'it, there- 
fore neliner 15 the Bread changed into the Body of Chriſt, 
by his ſaying this 7s wy boay ; for the caſe. is-rhe fans in 
bot':, and it is altogether incredible that ſuch a:wonder- 
fu. po ier ſhouid accompany thoſe words, This.i3 my Boay, 
w!:cn tho'e other, This ts my Eloud, which one wouldima- 
gine in. all reaſon, ſhould be cconlidered, by. themtelves, 
ol equal tore and validity with the former, have no ſuch 
virtue or eilicacy at all, 

I take thc contdence to affirm that all this is abſolute; 
irrefi{tiv;- Jdemonſration, if there be ſuch arhing: as De- 
monl(trac.on. in.the world 3 for Chriſt was not truely. and 
literally. a Paſchal Lamb, na, he was aman born of a wo- 
man as we are, though after a. more divine and heavenly 
manner, by the Overſhadowi ing of the Holy Ghoſt in che 
Womb of the Blefled Virgin 3 but he is called our!Paſſe: 
over, only in re{pect of the Libenck or Analogy, which 
there was betwixt his Sacrikce of himſelf uponithe Cres, 
and the Sacriiice of rhe Paichal Lamb under the-Lyw. '/ 

Now | beleech you, ; where is the Analogy, if. thyſe 
Paſchal Lambs, whofe bloud was:firft (prink! ed. in-that 
great deliverance upon the Poſts and Lentils ofthe 1Je 4b 
houles, could be but once Offered, and: all ſudceeding 
Paichatizations, were nothing elfe bur Thankful acknows 
ledgements and commemorations. uf thi*, while. all 'tlas 
wiv 
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while the ſame, the very fe!lf ſame Chriſt, may be offered 
every day. inthe Year, and every hour in the day, as of- 
ten as ever we Receive the Sacrament, and as many times 
told, almolt at the very lame inſtant, as there are people 
that receive ut ? 

W here is the Analogy, ifthe Moſatcal Paſſeover could 
be Offered oo where but at Feruſaiem, and cannot be 
Offered ſo much as there any more, if one and the ſame 
Chriſt at the' very lame inſtant may be Offered in all parts 
of the world, and all this as many times repeated, as 
there are days and hours, nay, moments, the moſt incre- 
dibly (mall parts, the moſt exquilite ſubdiviſions, and, as 
t were, Atoms of time, from the firſt Inſtitution of the 
Sacrament tothe end of the world ? 

Laſtly, Whereis the Analogy, if the Bloud of the Pa- 
{chal Lamb were moſt ſtrictly prohibited to be either 
Drunk or Eaten, and yet there is a neceſſity of drinkin 
the Bloud of Chriſt? An Imputation which the Prieff 
with all his Artifice and Sophiltry cannot poſlibly avoid, 
and the people alſo are affirmed to do it ColleRively, 
though they do not take the Elements in ſunder : and cer- 
tainly this, if it be not Eating and Drinking bloud, yet 
it is at leaſt Eating with the bloud, which was as much un- 
lawful as the other, and this was the fin of the Iſraelites 
in the 14h. Chapter of the firſt book of Samue/, which I 
have formerly cited in what I have (aid elſewhere upon 
this {ubject. 

So that it is manifeſt a man muſt have the impudence 
to contradid plain Texts of Scripture, as well as common 
ſenſe, he muſt deſtroy the Analogy of Types to their An- 
titypes, of Symbols to their Subſtance, as well as the 
Agreement and Connection of things with one another, 
before he can aſlert the doctrine of Tranſubſtantiation, to 
be a True doctrine. 

And 1doubt it is not worth our while to go thus far 
about, this is more coſt than worſhip ; certainly 'tis a 
very hard bargain, for a man to relinquiſh common ſenſe, 
to 
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to abandon his Reaſon, to bid adieu to Revelation; and 
ſtop hisears againſt the Voice of Heaven, purely ſor rhe 
ſake of Unintelligible Nonſenſe. Let any thing but the 
crafty impudence of a Romiſh Prieſt expoſe lo hard a pen: 
ny-worth as this to ſale, and he mezy count the Stars of 
Heaven, the Sands of rhe Sea-ſhore, and the minutes of 
Eternity quite over, before he get a Chapman; 

This is the firſt thing, Chriſt is our Paſſeover: bur 
then ſecondly, we are to keep the Feaft in memory of this 
Paſfeover with the Unleavened Bread of Sincerity and 
Truth. 

It is Grotinrs his obfervation out of Servins, Flamixes 
Far inam fermentatam contingere nonlicebat, nimiram, (ay eg 
he, aGvua fignificationem habent puritatis & animi ſubmiſf; ; 
which ts a very good reaſon and ts ſufficiently confirmed 
by Teftimony of Scripture : from whence it plainly ap- 
pears, that Leaven was anciently looked upon as a Symbol 
of every thing which was: bad, 'but more eſpecially of 
Pride, which 1s a certain Leaven or puft-paſtof the mind; 
and the contrary to this, 'that is, Unleavened bread, ws 
a Symbol of every thing which was good and virtuous; 
bur more eſpecially of: Humility and Sinceriry of 'mind. 
Thus you fee in the Words of my Text, weare bid tro keep 
the Feaſt not with the Old Leaven, neither with the Lea- 
ven of maliceand wickedneſs, bur with the Unleavened 
Bread of Sincerity and Truth: | 

Thus our Saviour forewarned His Difeiples to- beware 
of the leaven of the Phariſees and Sa4durees; eMatth. 16.6. 
which in the twelfth verſe is expounded of their doKrines ; 
and rhe reaſon why falle doctrines are ealted by 'rhe name 
of Leaven, is becaule they are naturally corruptive of the 
mind, and fill it commonly as full. of Pride as Error; nei- 
ther is there any manfor the moſt part ſopolitive, '{o ſeem- 
ingly infallible, ſo fulF of arrogance and ſelf coneeit; ſo 

reat an admirer of himſelf and-tris own ſe or party, and 
Þ great adefpiſer of all other mer: befides;' as he that la- 
bours. under a religious miſtake; he rhat- canſecrates error 
| | by 
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by making it am Article of his Creed, and upholds; by the 
firength of Impudence and the ſtrength ota {trang« /:;ad 
of obitinate;Faith, the diſcriminative non-ſence ©: 4,, arty 
which cannot bedefenfed bythe ſtrength of Rea PSF 

But- if a' falſe doarine,, which is commonly > more 
than a miſtake in the greateſt part of them that en. ,race it, 
though it may be, and is ulually Knavery in their Teach- 
ers; if this be called by the aame.of Leaven,. then certain- 
ly a bad life and a vicious practice ought much more to be 
branded with this hateful name: 'From whence :t 1s, that 
inthe Twelfth Chapter of S. Lakes Goſpel, ar the firſt 
Verſe, our Saviour bids his dilciples beware of the leaven 
of the Phariſces, which is Hypocriſie; and in this very 
Chapter from whence the Text is taken, Fornication,. 
Pride, Idolatry, Covetouſneſs, Extortioa, and 'in a 
word, every thing almolt that is but bad, are manifeſtly 
compared to Leaven ; and it is of all theſe as well as of that 
glorying which is not good; that the Apoſtle ſays, Know 
ye not; that 4 little leawen leauenetb the whole lump ? purge out 
thezefore theiold leaven, that ye gnay be'a new lump, as ye are, 
nnleawened, -. | | | | 

He ſpeaks chiefly of one of the Church of Corinth, who 
had raken to himſelf his Fathers, wife, and: conſequently 
wasguilty of ſuch Fornication, 'as was not io much as to 
be named .among(t the Gentiles, for fear of. giving occaſli- 
on of (candal to the Goſpel of Chriſt. He. exhorrs them 
with great carneſtnels ro deliver luchan one unto Satan, 
to the deſtruction of the fleſh, that the Spirit might be la- 
ved in the day. of the Lord Jeſus; and the —_ gives, 
why he-would have this done, is taken from the neceſſity 
ofiit;, Know ye not that a little leaven leaveneth the whole 
lump, that is, a wicked man in a Party or Society is the 
lame thing ,as; Leayen in the. kneaded lump, they - both 
communicate their own, bad qualities tothe whole maſſe ; 
and the whole Society 1s in equal danger of being infected 
by the; pernicious example of a bad man, as the whole 
Jump of being ſeaſoned by a ſmall quantity of leaven. 
Wherefore 
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Wherefore leaven has a double fymbolical meaning. 
Firlt,it is a ſymbol of ſpreading and propagation : Secondly, 
iti45a ſymbol of wickednels, and of every naughty habit 
of the mind. 

ln the firſt reſpet, the Kingdom of Heaven, that is. 
the miraculouſly ſtrange propagation of the Goſpel of 
Chriſt, notwithſtanding all the oppoſition of its profeſſed 
enemies is likened to Leaven, and a grain of Muitardſeed 
by our Saviour himſelf; and upon account of both thelc 
reſpects taken together it was, that Leaven was .inall kind 
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of facritices whatſoever forbidden, Levir. 2, 11, nomeat- ,., ..- 
oftcring which ye ſhall bring unto the Lord ſhall be made £x-4. :4. 


with Leaven ; for ye ſhall burn no Leaven nor any Hony 
inany offering of the Lord made by fire ; and offering a [a- 
critice of thankſgiving with Leaven is mentioned by the 


vit.6.17, 


Prophet Amos as one of the higheſt inſtances of the Jewiſh 4m 4. 5+ 


abominations. 

Ye ſhall burn no Leaven nor any Hony in any offering 
ofthe Lord made by fire; what was the reaſon of this ? 
why, the reaſon is plain, becauſe the fire would agitate 
and provoke the fermenting nature of the Leaven and Ho- 
ny, and by that means render them more effeQual (ym- 
bols of thole bad habits and qualifications of mind, which 
the Fews by this prohibition were ſymbolically command- 
cd to avoid. 

Let ws keep the Feaſt with the unleavened bread of Sincerity 
and Truth. 

From theſe words we. may obſerve theſe three things. 
Firſt, it is manifeſt that this was a real Feaſt, and there- 
fore could not be kept with Metaphors and Allegories ; 
now the only thing here mentioned with which we are to 
keep it, is unleavened bread, which was as has been 
ſhown, a ſymbol of Sincerity and Truth: fo that to keep 
the Feaſt after this manner, was in effe& to enter upon 
new reſolutions of a Holy and Virtuous life. 

Secondly, This Feaſt is the Feaſt of Chriſt our Paſle- 
over, therefore there is no doubt at all, but there is here 
a 
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 Serivtoh Proatteld 
$ p13 alllifion tfikde to thit finltiivEncd brekd, Which 
Was tnade viſe of at the ſolemnity of the Paſſebyer and 
other Sacrifices; but this bread was not the very Paſchal 
Lamb which was offered up for ſacrifice, and to which it 
was annext ; therefore neither is this bread rhe ſame thing 
in its ſelf, or by any means changed into it, with that 
fcritice of Chriſt, by which he offered up himfelf for the 
fins of men ; who though he neither Jid nor could ſuffer 
above once, yet is he virtually offered up by the merits 
and efficacy of his Palfion, every time we come to the 
participation of this Holy myſtery, betraviog our felves 
mit ike reverent and worthy partakers. ' |

tion of the body and bloud of Chriſt in the Holy ucharit ; 
for Chriſt even with reſpec to the Church ia this life, is 
called the Eridegroom ; and every particular diſciple is a 
child of che Bed-chamber, and the Church in the general 
conſidered is his Spoule. þ- | 
Now a mag would think in all reaſon, where there is a 
Bridegroom and a Spoule, there mult allo, be a wedding 
and a marriage Fealt,; and accordingly, we find both of 
theſe in the 22. Chapter of S. Mathews Golpel, and in 
the.14. of $. Luke, where the Kingdom of Heaven, that 
is, . the praciqys offers of bledſedne(s and immortality by 
the Golpel, 1s jkened to a gertain;King, which madea 
marriage for his ſan, at the {glemaity of which marriage 
a Fealt is madg, to which many rich and noble gueſts, 
ſuch,as were moſt Ctale to, the, (plendor of a Kingly ea- 
tertainmentare invited, . but they refuſing to come, that 
is in truth ; for this is at the botrom of the parable, being 
C 2 prejudiced 
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prejudiced againſt the Goſpel, by reaſon of the ſeeming 
meannels of the firſt ' promulger of it, and of its manifeſt 
contrariety totheir worldly deſigns and Intereſts: what 
was at firſt intended for magnikcence is afterwards con- 
verted into charity; and he ſends his ſervants into the 
ſtreets of the City, to call 1n the poor and the. maimed, 
the halt and the blind, by which is ſignified the mean and 
ſeemingly contemptible condition of the firſt Diſciples and 
Apoſtles of Chriſtianity. 

Now as this marriage ofthe Kings fon is really nothing 
elſe, but the converſion of Few and Gentile, Greek and 
Barbarin, bond and free to the faith of. Chriſt, and their 
admittance into the Church by Baptiſm} ſo the marriage 
Feaſt, or the more eſpecial ſolemnities of this marriage, 
together with that union of the Spouſe to her Husband, 
wh:ch is conſequent thereupon, are no where better ſet 
forth than in the Sacrament of the body and bloud of 
Chriſt; which is a thankful commemoration of that Paſ- 
ſion, by which this marriage is finally conſummated, art 
by which the children of adoption, who are born under 
ir, and engrafted by the merits of it into that body of 
which Chriſt is the head, are made heirs of grace and 
partakers of Eternal life. 

So that this Feaſt in S:*Eutr differs only in degree from 
thatin the Revelation, the preſence af Chriſt by his Grace 
and Spirit, by the merits of his Paſhon, and'the power of 
his Intercefſion, to every worthy Communicant at this 
bleſſed Fable, being only a pledge or earneſt of thoſe joys 
unſpeakable, and pleaſures at the right hand. of God, 
where Chrift himſelf is in the other World. And this is 
all thar can be underſtoud to be included in the true notion 
of the Sacrament; It is firſta negrory commemoration of 
the ſufferings of God for the fins of men, whiich cannot 
poſſibly be unatrended with ſorrow for ſin, and reſoluti: 
ons ofa new life; neither can it when it is hearty and ſin- 
cere, be unaſſiſted by thegracious encouragements of the 
Holy Spirit. | | 
| It 
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It is Secondly a pledge or earneſt of our future happi- 
neſs with the Saints in Heaven. 

The firſt Notion of the Sacrament has been ſufficiently 
proved already, our Saviour himſelf, if we will believe 
him, ( and certainly he knew beſt what was his own mean- 
ing.) tells us plainly thathe in{tituted this Sacrament, &: 
Thy $2UT9 avapynow, for « remembrance of himſelf ; and 
St. Paul likewiſe tells us, that as oftc1z 45 we eat this bread 
and arink this cup, we do ſhew forth the Lord's death till he 
60018;

Toy oiroy vouToY, [yes Grotrme, Latitiam 
inmortalem que per virium adumbrata intelligebatur, fo we 
read of the New Jeruſalem in the Book of the Kewelation, 
which St. Pas calls the Feruſalem which is above,that is;the 
Sptriual-Feruſatem of which:the earthly City. wasa hgure. 
Thus-we tind mention alto of a New Sore, that is a moſt 
excelient, pleaſant; 'and delightful ſong, an exquiſite 
compolition of ſome very famed and celebrated maſter.

appeinted unto me, that ye may eat and arink at my table and. 
fit on thrones, judging This twelyttrives of Iſrael.

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Again, as theſe-Feafts had a plain alluſion, .reſpe& and 
relation to,0ne another,{p the qualifications of the Gueſts 
are in both Tales the ſame, ;oaly.that the degree of thoſe 
Qualikeations in the MAIS of the Lamb, is much more 
high-and tatenſive than in that of the King's. ſon, for the 
Lamb's wife in the 8h verle of the 19th Chapter of the 
Revelation,was tobe arrayed in fine linnen, clean and white, 
which tine linnen, ſaith the voice there (ſpeaking, #« the 
righteouſneſs of ſaints, that 15, no man mult expe to be 
partaker of the Heavenly inheritance, who hath not 
wrought out his own Salvation with Fear and Trembling, 
not every one who puts in.a lazy claim to the Merits 
and ſatisfaction of Chriſt, by an unactive Faith, a Faith 
without an inward and vital principle of goodnels, a Faith 
without good works, but they who by patience and per- 
ſeverance in well-doing., by an effeual conquelt of all 
their luſts and paſſions to the obedience of God and Chriſt, 
lo far forth as humane nature is capable, and by an un- 
teigned repentance for what by humane frailty « the have 
done amiſs, are made partakers of the benefits 
of Chriſts Sufferings, by having fulfilled the Conditions 
of his Goſpel. 

So likewiſe in the other Marriage in St. Matthew, it is 
ſaid, that when the King came tn to ſee his gueſts, he ſaw 
therea man which had not on a wedding garment ; and that 
indeed was no great wonder, nor any ſach hainous fault, 


if you take the words in the literal ſenſe: forit was not to 
beexpected, that the poor and the lame, the halt and the 
blind ſhould come all furniſhed with their wedding gar- 


ments. Wherefore the meaning is, he did not come right- 
ly prepared to the Participation of this Holy Table. There 
is indeed one main difference between the Marriage Feaſt 
of the Lamb, and that of the King's Son, and that is this, 
that of the firſt it is ſaid, bleſſed are they which are called to 
the marriage ſupper of the Lamb, but of the latter, many 
are called but few are choſen. 

The reaſon of which difference is to be taken from the 
different 
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different perietion of the Feaſts themſelves ; the one be- 
ing only a pledge or earneſt, an imperfect taſte and reliſh 
of our tuture happineſs, which may be afterwards forfei- 
red by fin, or at that very inſtant become forfeit, by the 
lazy indifterence and indiſpoſition, by the ingratitude and 
unthankfulne(s 3 or by the filth and impurity, the naugh- 
tine(s and uncleannels of a mans mind and will at the par- 
ticipation of this holy Feaſt ; but the other is the full and 
final and irreverſible enjoyment of it. 

To which purpole it is likewiſe, that to the marriage of 
the Kings ſon, the good and bad are equally admitted; 
Matth. 22, 10, $0 thoſe au; x went out into the high ways, 
endgathered together all, as many as they found, both bad 
ana good; andthe wedding was furniſhed with gueſts. 

The reaſon is, i becauſe it is naturally impoſſible in this 
life in very many caſes, to diſtinguiſh the Saint trom the 
Hypocrite, a due preparation from animperfe&, a fincere 
from-a pretended and counterfeit repentance; and he that 
does preſume to approach this Holy Table, without that 
awful preparation which becomes it, he does it at his own 
peril, and muſt expe& to hear of it another day. 

But in the marriage of the Lamb; that is, m'the other 
world, 1n that ſtate which is not the trial of virtue, bur 
the reward of it ; none will be admitted but ſuch as are in 
ſome ſence or other perfe& ; ſuch as have art leaſt a condi- 
tional and Evangelical, though notan abſolute and legal 
righteouſneſs, a perfeRion of true Faith and of ſincere Re- 
pentance, though not of univerſal and unſinning obedt- 
ence; ſuch as have maintained a ſharp confli& with their 
luſts and paſtions, though they have not perfealy con- 
quered and ſubdued them ; bur to the reſt it will be ſaid, 
as it was to him who had not on his wedding garment; 
Friend, how cameſt thou hither, not having on thy wedding 
garment, bind him hand and fort, take him away, and ca 
him into utter darkneſs, there ſhall be weeping and gnaſhing of 
teeth, | 
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To.make an end of this compariſon of Chriſt tothe Pa- 
ſchal Lamb, itis in alluſion to this that Fohn ſeeing Jeſus 
coming unto him, ſaith, Behold the lamb of God that taketh 
away the ſins of the world ; as the Palchal Lambs. by redeem- 
ing the hr{t- born, may be ſaid to have taken away the ins 
of the Iſraelites: for by taking away (ins, nothing elſe is 
meant, but remitting that puniſhment which was due to 
them; otherwile a {in being once committed, it is impoſ- 
ſible it ſhould ever be uncommitted again, and {o cannot 
be ſaid to be taken away in any other ſence but this, and 
this the Paſchal Lamb did by the Divine appointment ; 
the I/raelites being otherwiſe as obnoxious to this or any 
other puniſhment, as the eAgyprians themlelves were; 
though not for the very ſame fins for which Phararh and 
his ſubje&ts were, yet for fin in general, which no man 
but is more or leſs guilty of, and which is enough to ſtand 
in need of a redemption. 

And truly he that ſhall conſider their repinings in the 
Wilderneſs, and thetr murmurings in the Deſart, their 
diſobedience to God and his ſervant Meſes, their relapſes 
toIdolatry both in the Wilderneſs and after ; their want 
ofan entire ſyſtem of alaw in eAZzypt to be the rule of 
their lives, and:the perfe&t meaſure of their behaviour ei- 
ther towards God or Man: laſtly, whoever ſhall refle&t 
upon their grols ignorance, in matters of a more ſpecula- 
tive and rehtined nature ; their utter: unkitnels for all ſuch 
Philoſophical conſiderations, as are the beſt preſervatives 
againſt Idolatry, will not think otherwiſe, but that they 
bad-ſome tang of .it from their coaverle in eAZ,ypt ; eſpe- 
cially conſidering that by ſuch compliances as theſe, ſome 
of their hard Taskmaſters. might be rendred lels cruel to 
them.; perhaps their hankering ſo vehemently aſter the 
Garlick and Onions ins/Zgypt may well enough bear ſome- 
thing of this ſence; for we know very well what vene- 
ration{uch trifles met with in thole parts.

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Now if it be true that the Paſchal Lamb was a type of 
Chriſt the Saviour and redeemer of mankind; it it be 
likewile true, that the Sacrament of the Lords Supper 
15 the marriage- Feaſt of the Lamb, or ſomewhat more 1m- 
pertectly, the marriage-Feaſt ofthe Kings ſon, that is, of 
Chriſt to his Church; there being nothing, which et- 
ther does or ought more clo{cly to unite us to him, than 
the oblervation of this bleſſed Banquet ; then is it plain, 
that the Bread and Wine 1n the Euchariſt are not Tran- 
{ubſtantiated, either by any Prieſtly charms, or by any 
Divine power, intothe very body and bloud of Chriſt 
himſelt ; otherwiſe the Bridegroom and his marriage- 
Feaſt will be che ſame, and his gueſts inſtead of congratu- 
lating wiih him, upon ſo happy an occaſion, will but de- 
vour him andeat him up, playing the perfe& Cannibals 
with their friend and benefactor, which, as Itake it, is 
an improper way of congratulation. 

Again, inthe third Chapter of the Revelations, at the 
20, verſe, it is (aid, Behola, I ftand at the door and knock ; 
if any man hear my woice and open the door, I will come into 
him, ana will ſap with him, and he with me: Now inthe 
firſt place it cannot be denied, that theſe words have re- 
ference to the Church militant, that is, tothe Church of 
God on this fide Heaven. For firſt, it appears from the 
14. verle of this Chapter, that theſe words were ſpoken 
tothe Angel of the Church of Laodices, which is allo alike 
clear all the way from the 14. verſe tothe 19, and in that 
verſe itis ſaid, which is my ſecond proof; As many as 1 
love | rebuke and chaſten, be zealous therefore and repent : 
now they who are bleſſed in a future ſtate, are paſt all 
mannerof rebuke and chaſtiſement, and they need ns 
repentance ; no more do the damned neither for any good 
it willdothem ; for their repentance -is: but one part of 
their miſery, therefore it would be fruitleſs to exhort et- 
ther of them to it, which the Amen; that is, Chriſt 
in this place manifeſtly doth. I might urge a third and 2 
fourth Argument from the 2 -l and 22. verſes of this Chap- 
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ter, but this is endugh; for which reaſon TI will omit 
theſe.and proceed to the [econd obſervable in» the words; 
which is the thing I aim. at, and that is this ;- If any man 
hear the woice and open the door ;, that is, if he, have a mind 
ficly qualified and prepared to give a due reception and en- 
tertainment tothe Spirit of God and Chriſt; if he dunot 
wilfully harden himſelt and ſhut him out, C4rif will come 
in unto him and will ſup with him; that is, he will at all 
times be ſufficiently preſent to him by. the grace and aſſ- 
tance of his good Spirit, toencourage him-in well doing, 
to ſtrengthen him in temptations, and comfort him in and 
under afflictions, and will at laſt bring himto glory by 
the merits of his Paſſion, and the powerful interelt of his 
Interceſſion: It is impoſlible, it cangot be denied rthax 
this is the very ſence, Chriſt cannot be ſaid to ſup with us 
iQ any other fence but this; it is kkewile impoſſible and 
abſurd todeny, that Chriſt in this ſence does ſup with eve- 
ry true Believer. at —— of the Sacrament ; but 
he cannot both ſup with us, and allo be-that very meat on 
which we feed our ſelves ; therefore I conclude that the 
Elements bf Bread and Wine in this holy folemnity are 
norchanged into the Body and Bloud of Chriſt. 

And'ifit be objeted; that this 1s only a figurative way 
af ſpeaking, - and +10, nothing can-be inferred-frony ir; 1 
graft indeed thar.it 15a figure, butthen it is ſuch a ſtrange 
hgure as was.never heard of before, that our-fellow- boar- 
der, our feflow-commoner floyld be 'raken for our dict'; tr 
would beworth travelling @ great way to ſee fuch another 
Faure, & 

LC I will. come in unto him, and-will: ſup with him, 
ans be with mr. xt it be qe for- once, - that 'by the 
Pronoun{-I Pim this place; 1s meant not the ſpiritual; bur 
the perſonal and corporeal preſence of Chriſt; -by 'the feat 
of 'Franſubftantrrion ;- and'/one of theſe- muſt be allowed,” 
untefs they will:deny;' thar Chriſt does as really ſap wirh, 
tharns, is-as muctvprefent to Believers ar the receiving of 
the. Sacrament, 5- upon. other occafions, What will be 


the. 
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the conſequence ofthis? The Bread and Wine thus tran- 
ſubſtantiated into the Body.and Bloud of Chriſt, is not 0a- 
ly.the {piritua), / but the material and literal food of Belie- 
vers.; they do really and truly cat his Body and driok his 
Bloud ; ſothen, I will come and ſup with you, that is, my 
Budy and Bloud will come and ſup with you, is as much 
as tolay they will feed upon themictves ; tor theſe are the 
two things that make the entertainment. Laſtly, fince 
we are told, That we being many, are one Bread and one ie 
ay : fot we are all partakers of that one Bread; tt will fol. 
low, if we take theſe words literally, that the whole 
Church by being partakers of that one Bread, are tran- 
ſubſtantiated intothat one Bread, which is that one Budy, 
which is Chrilt ; and ſo at this rate the Church and the 
rwo Elements-of: Bread and Wine, and Chriſt. himſclf 
will be all one and the lame: thing ;' namely, a certain 
range kind of unintelligible Banquet left all alone to feed 
and {oJace' its/ſclfupon its felf ; and this is wonderful pret- 
ty indeed; this is a- bgure tbo, but 'tis.a new one; and 
wants namd;' therefore you may call-wa Komaniſm, it 
you-pleaſe; and I with: no Proreftant may ever ule it. 
Thus 1 have proved in-general, I could do it much more 
particularly i& the time would permit; :or if there were 
any. doubt 'of it acongſt- Chriſbians;; rhat: Chtult 150ur 
Paiſeaver, and ſhown what rt. the conſequences of that 
propoſition. The ; Jews themſclves confeſs; that the 
Paſſeover was a Type of the Mefhas as well as we, though 
they will not allow our Feſ#s.to be that Meſhas;; attd ac- 
cordingly they tell us fine ftories of the deliverance of 
their Nation by him, upon that very day on which the 
Paſſcover was 3nftitured, being ſome time or other to hap- 
pen on the Anniverlary of their deliverance-from-the 
e/f21ptian bondage ;: and this, it they had known-what 
kind of deliverance that was which: they were to expect, 
together with the reſt of mankind, had been: right 
enough; for it.1s: on all hands agreed, they themſelves 
bavenot the impulenceto deny it, that a 
Vilas ial ufferc 
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ſuffered upon the Crols at this very time; 'but this was not 
-that dcliverance from Temporal bondage, and from the 
Roman power, whichthey:with ſo much -carneſtneſ(s ex- 
pected, although it be manifeft at firſt (ight that the Pa- 
ichal Lamb could be no Type of the Meſjas, if they had 
been to be delivered by any other way, than that of his 
Suffering and being put to death for their ſakes. For this 
reaſon they have ſome of them employed their thoughts in 
{inding out obje&tions why our Jeſus could not be Typitied 
by the Paſſcover under the Law: I will propoſe their ob- 
jeions, as'nighas | am able in their own words, and 
anſwer them with (uch fairne(s, that they ſhall have no 
reaſon to complain of foul play. 

The fir{t objection which you may ſee with the reſt that 
follow in the Notes of Munſter, upon the 26:h of St. Mar- 
thew-is this; | Wf'the Lamb'ot che Pafſeover-/be a Type of 
the ſuſpended, or the accurled, that is in their language, 
of Chriſt, it would be neceſſary that there ſhould be many 
new Chriſts and new Jelus's born into the world one after 
-another for ever, becaule of the multitude of Paſchal 
Lambs, and the annual repetition of that Sacrifice accor- 
ding to the Law amongſt the Fews. 

This Objetion is an{wered by a'Chriſtian in the ſame 
place, who brings theſe difficulties oaly to reſolve them, 
and I have ſome reaſon to believe it may be Muſter him- 
ſelf,thus : That this may as well be that all the Paſchal 
Sacrifices might be a joynt Symbol of that one Sacrifice 
of Chriſt, as that ſuch an infinite number of Rainbowes 
ſucceeding one another through all times and ages, ſhould 
'be a concurrent and joynt Seal of that one Covenant, 
which God had entred into with man that he would not 
-drown-the world any more. 

I ſhall notdiſpute the validity of this anſwer, but the 
ſcruple will admit of ſeveral other ſolutions beſides this : 
as firſt, That that (olemn Feaſt which was, or was to be 
Celebrated every year by the nation of the Jews, was nor, 
to peak properly,the true Paſſeover it ſelf, but only a com- 
memo- 
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memoration of ir. Secondly, That they may as well ſay, 
that none other of the Jewiſh Sacrifices were Types of 
Chriſt, though molt certainly they were, becauſe of their 
often, nay indeed, much more frequent repetition than 
that of the Paſſeover. And then Thirdly, that we are to 
make an- infinite difſtintion betwixt the Bloud of brute 
animals and the Bloud of God, neither was it poſſible that 
one, nay, that one hundred thouland ſuch Sacrifices an 
hundred thouſand times told, could worthily Typit.e 
and repreſent ſo great an Attonemeat. 

A (ſecond ObjeRion is this, Towr Lamb ſhall be without 
blemifh, a male of the firſt year, Exod, 12, 5, whereas Je- 
ſus at his Crucifixion was three and thirty. To which the 
Chriſtian anſwers excellently well, That the Lambs being 
but a year old, was to Typite the Innocence of Chritt 
who was as free from all in as a child of a year old, or un- 
der: for the place is not fo to be underſtood as if the Lamb 
were preciſely to be a year old neither more nor leſs, but 
only that it was not to exceed that age; and therefore, as 
I remember, the opinion of the Fewiſh Maſters in this cale 
is, that every Lamb being furniſhed with thoſe other qua- 
lifications above mentioned, that is, being a male and 
without blemiſh, is fit for this purpoſe all the time from a 
moneth to-ayearold ; and it 15 certain that in all other Sa- 
crifices ſuch as were either in whole or in part to be con- 
ſumed by fire upon the Altar, as this was not, only the 
bloud- was ſprinkled by the: Prieſts, and Fat, cawl and 
kidneys, were indeed burnt upon the Altar; ( theſe two 
things being eſſential to all Sacrifices in general, infomuc!y 
that even in the ſin & treſpafs offerings, which by reaſon of 
their pollution were burnt without the Camp, or elle aſter 
much legal purit cation eaten by the Prieſts, yet in thele 
very offerings th mſclves the fat, cawl,and kidneys were 
conſumed upor! the Altar ) I ſay in all other Sacritices 
whatſoever, *. 1n thc (in offering, the Treſpals-offering, 
the. Buror-offts 10g, +ad the Peace offering of all kinds the 
rule wasthis, Lew, 22, 27, # ſball be ſeven days under the 
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Lord, offer it at yowr own will. 


dam; «nd fromthe tighth ang theneeforth, it ſhall be accepten 
for an offering made by fire unto the Lord. And that this rule 
was Extended-t0 the Peace offering wherein the Prielt and 
they by whom it was offered wereto have their ſhare, fo 
as God and they did:in a manner ell of them feed toge- 
ther atone common table, as wellias-1t:other i Sacri tices 
wherein either the Prjceltor people or both. bad no ſhare; 
is manifeſt from ' verſe 29,' of the: ſatine Chapter, whero 
e Moſes. immediagely' (peaks of: the Sacrifice of 1 hank(: 
giving which was one ſort of Peace-offering, as if what: 
had been faid before bad given occalion to it.) And when, 
faith he, ye-will offer. 4 Sacrifice of Thankſgiving. unto the 


His third Objetton'or rather cavil 1s this, That our Sa- 
viour. was Crucihed, that is, put to death by being nailed 
tothe Croſs, whereas the Paichal Lamb was to be killed 
by cutting its throat, as agimals-killed for food ule to be. 
Bur to this 1t 15 there an{wered'and proved our of Seripture, 
That the words Shachast and Tabs5h made ule of in; the He- 
brew to denotethe killing of the Paſſeover,may.ſometimes 
be taken in a larger hgmitication; which evaſion of his is 
alfo ſufficiently juſtified by that place of the Authorto the 

He 13.11, Hebrews, where he compares the ſuffering of Chrift in 
12, general without the gate, to the burmng of the {1n-offer- 
ing without the Camp ; which place will likewiſe furnifh 
me with another anſwer, andthat is, That Chriſt was not 
only a Paſſeover but alſo a fin-oftering, and ſo was'to dye 
an accurſed death,and this puniſhment being to be inflicted 
by the Remer Authority, the buraing of his body being 
more honourable and-1n better eſteem among them, would: 
not have anſwered to the (in-offering's being burnt with- 
out the gate, but the beſt repreſentation of xt was Cru- 
cifixion which was the moſt fervile and ignominious pu- 
niſhment in uſe among them, and allo by the Jews them- 
Manth. 25, le]ves, who cryed ſo loudly Favpwbnre, Favpwbnry, let 
22, 23 him be crucified, let him be crucified, accounted and: taken 
for ſuch. Wherefore this ObjeRor betrayes. hi 
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ereamly when he tells us that whereas the Paſchal Lamb Zen b«- 


hairbaim,

was to be killed as the Hebrew phraſe imports between 
the two Evenings, yet Jeſus Chriſt muſt needs have ſuffer- 
ed in the morning, Chi col diner liſracl ella beboker, be- 
cauſe all the puniſhments inflited by the Fews were in- 
flicted in the morning. 

For beſides that this exception it ſelf is a manifeſt con- 
feſſion that he ſuffered ſome time or other of that day on 
which the Paſſcover was to be killed, and not to mention 
that he forgets the Hiſtory of thoſe times, by which it is 
plain that the power of life and death was for ſeveral years 
before in the hands of the Romans; Ir is further clear that 
our Saviour was nailed to the Croſs at the third hour, that 
is,at Nine 1n the morning, though it is true indeed that he 
did not give up the Gholt till the niath hour, that is, till 
three or between three and four in the afternoon, and that 
is juſt, been haharbaim, between the twoevenings, being 
about the middle ſpace betwixt the meridian and ſetting- 
ſun, which was the very time when the Paſſeover ought 
to be killed according tothe Law of eMoſes. 

However, let it be how it will, when the ſame thing is 
Typihed and ſhadowed out by ſeveral Types, it is impofſi- 
ble it ſhould exactly anſwer them all ; for that were to ſup- 
poſe the Types fimfoliven to be all of them the ſame: 
otherwiſe it is abſurd to expe when they differ from one 
another, that the Antitype ſhould exaRly correſpond with 
chem all, 

To maintain the {imilitude between the Paſchal Lamb 
and the Sacrifice of Chriſt upon the Croſs, it is enough to 
ſay, That as the deſtroying Angel ſpared the firſt-born of the 
Iſraelites upon ſeeing the bloud of the Paſſeover ſprinkled 
upon the poſts and lentils of their ſeveral houſesz ſo God 
for the ſake of Chriſt will paſs over us, and will not im- 
puteſin to us, whereever he ſees the bloud,that is, the Meri- 
torious paſſion of his Son rightly applied by a hearty belict 
of the Golpel, and by a converſation anſwerable toit, and 
that as this preſervation of = Firſt-bora by the bloud 
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of the Paſchal Lamb, whyle the eAzyprians had nothing 
but the yojce of mourning and lamentation in their ftreets, 
was the laſt miracle wrought in the behalf of his people 
while they continued 'in Z2ypr, accompanied with the 
laſt plague inflicted on the ei2yprians, bating their be- 
ing drowned and finally deſtroyed in the red Sea.( which 
red ſea was likewiſe a Type of the bloud of Chriſt, by 
whichthey who arc not ſaved by making a right ule of 
Kt willbe, more effectually and inexcuſably condemned 
tor havingabuſed {0 great a mercy ) ſothe ſhedding of the 
Bloud of-Cbriſt upon the Crols is the laſt deliverance, the 
laſt Atonement which God will afford his people ; it will 
likewiſe inthe end prove the laft plague of thoſe, who 
have not duly applyed it to themſelves, but living in a per- 
pewual oppoſition to the Laws of God, and the doctrine of 
the Golpel, have flighted all the gracious offers of pardon 
and forgivenels, and wiltully neglected fo great Salvation. 

And as the ſame red (ea gave a_fafe and fecure paſſage to 
the I/rae/izes, byy executed theutmott of its rage and fury 
upon Pharaoh and all the Holt of thee &zppreans,fo will the 
bloug of Chriſt give alafe and ——_— paſſage to all 
hjs bearty followers anddiſciples into the joys of Heaven, 
while i4-will but: ferve more effecually to overwhelm and 
tuigg the unbelieving world, 

Again as that firft Paſleaver of the deſtroying Angel, 
paſſing by the habitations of the Ifrae/ires did but prepare 
the way for the ſecond Paſſeover, that is, the palſlage of 
the. [/t a; /itgs through the 'red fea and wilderneſs, into the 
lagd of Canaan; fo God:s paſting over us, that is, 'his par- 
doningaad forgiving que lins, and not imputing them to 
25.many of v5, 25. beartily believe and obey. the Gofpel, 
docs .byt prepare 'the way thiroughthe. wilderneſs and red 
fa, 2h thiiwoubles and dificatties of this life, 'into' the: 
land of (anain, that is; i wo doinot repine and murmur , 
if wedo 894. disbelieve his Word; diftruſt his Providence, 
266, diſobey bis Laws: as he [/rac/ites did, into the eom- 
pleas and'qnyize polikGon of Eternal happineſs, of whieh- 
ths land of Canaan wasa Type. Far- 
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Farther, as the Paſchal Lambs which: the Fews fed 
upon for ever after, neither were nor could be the ſame 
with thoſe which were killed by the reſpective families, 
the evening before the great deltverance of the firſt born, 
but only a memorial,a commemoration of them ; fo neither 
is that Euchariſtical Feaft, which we celebrate in the 
Chriftian Church,a Feaſt upon the Body of Chriſt himfelf, 
but only a memorial of our deliverance in,by,and through 
him, and a Sanction of that Covenant, which he hath 
purchaſed for us by his blond. 

Laſtly, as it was unlawful either to eat or drink the 
bloud of the Paſchal Lamb; fo alfo it muſt needs be un- 
lawful for us either to cat or drink the bloud of Chriſt, for 
contraries cannot poſſibly be Types of contraries, the 
bloud of the Paſchal Lamb cannot poſſibly be a Type 
of the bloud of Chriſt, if it be unlawful for us to feed 
upon the one,and neceflary to drink the other, X 

And: this is enough to make out the reſemblance be- 
tween the Paſchal Lamb and Chrift, 'and to ſhew that oge 
was a Type of the other : he that will have more than 
this, before he will admit it to be a Type, does not under- 
ftand the nature of Types and Parables and Symbols, nay 
not ſo much as of Metaphors in common diſcourſe, in 
which there is required no more than only ſome plain 
agreement in: one-or more particulars, without any grols 
repugnancy or inconfiſtency in any. 

But Jefus was at the ſame time our Paſchal Lamb and 
our: fin-offering too, wherefore being to fulfil rwo ſuch 
different repreſentations of himſelf under the Law, it 1s 
not much to be wondered, if the ſimilitudedo not hit 10 all 

ints. 

F By being our Paſchal Lamb he takes away the puniſh- 

ment of our fins, which God paſſeth over and will not 

impute them to us3 by being , our fin-offeriog he takes 

#way the guiſt of'them roo,. tg 45 many as are fandified 

by Faith 1 his bloud, _ fin-offering under the Law 
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did, by the guilty perſonas laying their hands upon it, 
truly and properly receive that guilt, which was to be 
expiated by this way of atonement ; which by the way, 
may be ſufficient to ſhew us, how bad Interpreters the 
Socinians are of the NewTeſtament,and how httle they un- 
derſtand the nature of our Saviour's Sacrifice for-lin,when 
they deny him to have made a true and proper ſatisfaction 
to the juitice of God for it; for there can be no reſem- 
blance between him and the ſin- offering, but only in-this 
particular ; for this reaſon it is, that he 1s ſaid. to have 
born our fins in his own body oa the tree, to- have been 
a Ranſom for us, to have been made fin for us who knew 
no ſin, and the like ; and from. hence it was that Feſus,that 
he might ſanitifie the people with his own Bloud, ſuffer- 
ed without the gate, as the (in-offering under the Law 
was to do without the Camp, by realon of us unclean; 


neſs, being polluted with the ſias of thole on whole be- 


half it was offered, as the ſame inl{pired writer' likewiſe 
rakes notice in the lame place, for the boates, ſaith he, of 
theſe beaſts, whoſe bloud is brought into the Santtuary 
by the High Prieſt for ſin, are burnt without the Camp : 
upon which account it was, that 1f the bloud of theſe 
Sacrifices. were hrought into the Tabernacle tomake re- 
conciliation withal, it was unlawful not only for God 
himſelf,(for that he never did in the fin & treſpals-offering,) 
buteven for the Prieſts or any body elle to partake of them; 
to which the ſame Author in the ſame place manifeſtly 
alludes, and brings the compariſon home tothe Sacrifice 
of Chriſt, We have an Altar, faith. he, whereef. they have 
no richt to eat that. ſerve the Tabernacle, _ fox the bodies 
of thoſe beafts, whoſe bloud is brought into the Sanftuary 
by the Prieft for fin, are burnt. without: the. Camp, where- 
fore . Feſus alſo that he.might ſanttifte, the people with his 
own bloud ſuffered without the gate: . now 1t being un- 
lawful for the people in all caſes and forthe prieſt.himlelf ia 
this,to partake of the-ſin- offeriog, and Chrift being our ſig- 
offering, and having ſanRified the people with _ 

uu, 


befare- the Lord 'Mavos. 


bloud, it is manifeſt that it muſt needs be. unlawful for us 
to partake oÞthis Sacrifice, in that ſence which the Papiſts 
would have; thatis, wemuſt not truly and properly eat 
his Body ; and (ſo thoſe words, This is my Body, muſt not 
be underſtood in the literal ſence, much leſs muſt we ima- 
gine, that God will work. miracles to contradict himſelf 
and his Apoſtles, and deſtroy the nature of thole Types, 
by which the Sacrifice of his Son was ſignified under the 
Law. 

But yet, notwithſtanding this, nothing: hinders, but 
that we may celebrate an Euchariſtical or a Mnemoneuti: 
cal feaſt in both of theſe reſpes, as well becauſe he is our 
{in-offering, as upon account. of his being aur Paſleover 
for by both obthelſe taken together, our: deliverance from 
the jaws of Death and Hell is completed, and. we arede- 
livered from the bondage of corruption, from the intole- 
rable ſervitude .of ſin and Satan, into the. glorious liberty 
ofthe ſons-of God ;. adeliverance of ſo high a nature, that 
though we had not- been commanded to commemorate it 
by: our Saviour himſelf, /who with his own. bloud purcha- 
ſed it for.us,.:yet mere gratitude. and good- nature, nay; 
common honeſty --and common ſence themſelves would 
have prompted all hearty Chriſtians not to fir down con- 
tented with a. bare narrative, a cold ſtory of ſuch are- 
demptian; but they would certainly have found out ſome 
{ymbols, the. better to repreſent it, as much as may be, 
to our outward ſenſes, and fix it deeper in our minds, ac- 
cording tothat ſaying,

And'there could. nut poflibly better ſymbols have been 
found out, than thoſe of eating Bread and drinking Wine, 
by which both'the manner of our - Lords: Paſſtton, by the 
rending of his Body and the ſpilling of his Bloud is ſigni 
fied.;, and the union of the Church by the participation off 
thes 
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the ſame Table, which was always accounted -a ſymbal 
of the ſtricteſt friendſhip, and which was anotherend of 
this holy Fealt, was intended to: be inviolably maintain- 
ed and preſerved. | | 

And thus the feeding upon the Paſchal Lamb. under 
thelaw, is more than anſwered, by our ſpiritual feeding 
upon the Body of Chrilt ; thats, by our being more than 
nouriſhed, by our being ſaved and Eternally made happy 
by the merit and ſatisfaction of his Death. 

Afﬀer this the ſame:ObjeRor goes on to raiſe difficulties, 
not ſo much againft che reſemblance of the Paichal Lamb 
ta the Sacrifice of -Chriſt upon the Crofs, as againſt the 
Sacrament its {elf, 'which. bears an Analogy with the 
Paſchal 'Feaft ;-.he demands therefore how we can be ſaid 
to'eat the Body and drink the Bloud of Chritt in rhe.Sacra- 
ment.; whether it were, that he cut off pieces of his own 
Fleth, and gave them to eat, or whether hs Body was 
made up of nothing but Bread and Wine, inſteadof Fleſh 
and Bloud,” animated with a humane Soul ; and rhe: mat+ 
ter outof which it was taken,. being more than would 
ſuffice to make an entire humane: Body, whether the re: 
mainders of it were not that which he gave 1o:his Di- 
ſciples, faying, This is my Body, and This is my Blaud'; that 
ts, it is @ part of that ſubſtance, or it isa ſubſtanceof the 
fame nature with thatof which my Body'and:Blond'are 
compoſed, I ampretty ſure. do nor wrong the Qbjedtos ; 
he that has a mind to be better ſatisfied, may read hiny in 
his own words, inthe Notes of Manſter upom the-26. 
Chapter of S. Matthew ; which ſuppoſitions of his the more 
frivolous and impertinent they are, the more, olearly do 
they ſbow, that nothing can. be fo abſurd, which a man 
let alone to make uſe of his own faculties, would not ra- 
ther pitch upon, than this myſterious Dodtrine of Trex- 
ſubſt antiation. | 

But he goes on further to objeR, that Body which the 
Diſciples are ſaid to have eat and drank, whither did it 
g0? did it go through certain private paſſages of its own? 
or 


before the Lord Mayor, 


or was it mixt in the ſtomach and Inteſtines with the reſt 
of their uſual diet? Which I confeſs againſt the dodrine 
of Tranſubſtantiation would be no very weak or imperti- 
nent objection : for upon ſuppoſition that the Elements of 
Bread and Wine are really and ſubſtantially changed into 
the Body and Bloud of Chriſt, which cannot now bedi- 
ſtinguiſhed from his glorified Body, ( it being the ſame 
Body which-was once crucified and 15 now glorihed ) one 
of theſe Four things mult of neceffity follow: Either we 
do not really receive it in the Sacrament, but only ſeem 
todo it; and lo there is a double cheat put upon our {cnſes ; 
orel(e it paſſes out, by ſome hidden and peculiar paſſages 
ofitsown 3 or elle the perſon of Chriſt is really united to 
the perion of every Communicant; which union is as 
often multiplied as we receive the Sacrament ; a thing nor 
only abſurd, but blaſphemous to ſuppole ; or elle laſtly, 
which I abhor to- think, it is as he expreſſes it, Mehouraf 
bekeebah him ſhear haochel, and paſſes out by the inſamis 
duitus into the common ſlime and ſaburra of the world. 

The wit of man-cannot think of a fifth thing I am ſure ; 
whereas all this is eaſily taken off by ſaying, that the true 
Elements taken in the Lords Supper, are only a remem- 
brance of his meritorious Death and Paſſion, and of that 
bleſſed Feaſt of Happineſs and Joy, which all good Chri- 
ftians will partake with him in the world to come. 
Whither Goa of his infinite mercy bring us all, by the merits 
and mediation of the ſame Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, to whom with 
the Father and the bleſſed Spirit be aſoribed, as is moſt due, 
all honoar, glory and praiſe, from this time forward and for 
evermore, Amen.
